FIND COAST SKULL 
500,000 YEARS OLD 


Relic of Race Antedating Nean­ 
derthal Man, Belief of 
Savants. 


Los Angeles, March 24.—Excava- * 
tors employed by a construction con- j 
cern several days ago unearthed a 
human skull perhaps 500,000 years 
old gear here, which visiting paleon-1 
tologists, including Dr. J. C. M erriam, ( 
president of the Carnegie institution i 
of W ashington, declared they believ- 1 
cd to be a relic of a race older than 
either the Neanderthal or the T ilt-1 
down man. 
The skull is said by scientists who 
examined it to be different in appear­ 
ance from the skulls of the typical 
oborigen of North America, examples 
of which have recently been found in 
southern California. 
It is not o f the 
Indian type. 
It was found in glacial 
sands beneath plcistocen clay strata 
in the valley which a few years ago
